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Girl, 8, reunited 
with pup stolen 
during burglary 

HEARTBROKEN Lexie Taylor was smil¬ 
ing again this week when she was 
reunited with her stolen puppy Caramel. 

The four-month-old chihuahua was 
returned to the Taylor family on Monday, 
12 days after being taken by burglars who 
ransacked their home in Ladyshot, Har¬ 
low. 

The theft of the dog, first reported in last 
week’s Star, became national news after 
the Taylors started an online appeal which 
saw their Facebook page ‘Find Caramel’ 
viewed more than 14 million times. 

A leading pet store also offered a £1,000 
reward for the pup’s safe return. 

Then, on Monday afternoon, Lexie’s 
father Richard received a telephone call 
from a woman who had bought Caramel, 
unaware she was stolen. She contacted Mr 
Taylor after watching a television report 
about the theft. 

When Lexie returned home from 
school, she was overjoyed to find Caramel 
waiting for her.

to meet her [at a location in Harlow] 
and it was Caramel. 

“The lady wanted to remain 
anonymous and said she ‘wasn’t that 
local’ and had bought the dog for her 
family. She was very upset and it was a 
subdued affair.” 

She added: “She [Caramel] recog¬ 
nised me straight away and was very 
pleased to see me, licking my face and 
everything. At first she seemed a bit 
nervous, but she has settled down a bit 
now.” 

Symptoms 

The Taylors got the puppy for Lexie, 
who has juvenile arthritis, in the hope 
that it might relieve her symptoms and 
encourage mobility. 

But they were left ‘absolutely dev¬ 
astated’ after three men in baseball 
caps smashed the back door of their 
home and stole the four-month-old 
puppy during an afternoon raid. 

Caramel and the family's other dog, 
Billy - her father, were snatched by the 
men as they tried to escape over the

THE birthday wish of eight-year-old 
Lexie Taylor came true when she was 
reunited with her pet chihuahua. 

Lexie spent her birthday on Sat¬ 
urday pining the loss of her best friend 
Caramel, who was stolen in a raid on 
the family’s Ladyshot home. 

In a bid to find their pet, Lexie’s 
parents Tracy and Richard Taylor set 
up a ‘Find Caramel’ Facebook page 
and their posts were shared by thou¬ 
sands of people around the world. 

And on Monday, when Lexie arrived 
home from school, Caramel was wait¬ 
ing for her after she was returned by a 
woman who had purchased the dog 
unaware that it had been stolen. 

Lexie said: “I was very surprised, 
but she still remembered me and our 
house.” 

Speaking of the emotional reunion, 
Mrs Taylor, 44, said: “Richard had a 
call from a lady who said ‘We think 
we've got your dog’ and Richard went 



back fence. 

One of the group dropped Billy after 
being disturbed by a neighbour who 
gave chase, but he still had Caramel in 
his arms. 

The thieves also made off with cash 
and jewellery worth around £1,500, 
including Mrs Taylor’s eternity ring, 
but left behind an iPad and laptops 
following the burglary on June 3. 

Mrs Taylor said: “Some people will 
say it's just a dog, but she's part of our 
family.” 

National retail chain Pets Corner 
had offered a £1,000 reward for the 
return of the puppy, but the person 
who returned it turned down the 
money. 

Mrs Taylor added: “She’s such a 
little dog. She was born with a tumour 
on her forehead and has an umbilical 


hernia which need urgent medical 
attention.” 

Caramel has now been booked in for 
surgery to remove the hernia. 

The online campaign has seen the 
family overwhelmed with support 
from strangers both in the local area 
and on social media. It reached more 
than 15,000 likes and was shared more 
than eight million times. 

Mrs Taylor said: “It’s been abso¬ 
lutely amazing. People from across the 
world have sent such lovely messages, 
it reassured us and helped to keep us 
going. 

“I want to say a big thank you to 
everyone who has helped us especially 
(canine re-uniting service) Dog Lost 
who were very supportive.”

DETECTIVES hunting a teenager 
responsible for attacking an 84-year- 
old woman and stealing her handbag 
have released new CCTV of a sus¬ 
pected getaway car. 

Dorothy Spriggs was followed by a 
white teenage boy as she walked home 
along Old Road, Old Harlow, around 
3pm on February 14. The boy snatched 
her handbag, hurting her hand and 
leaving her shaken. 

He then ran off and got into a black 
BMW which made off at speed onto 
Cambridge Road, towards Harlow. 

Brave Mrs Spriggs, who has lived in 
Harlow for 30 years, stepped forward 
to help the police hunt down her 
attacker with an interview on the BBC 
show Crimewatch Roadshow. 

Grabbed 

She said: “I didn’t hear any foot¬ 
steps. This person must have come up 
behind me and grabbed my handbag 
and was off in a spilt second. I tried to 
chase him and I screamed. I also swore 
at him but of course he wouldn’t have 
heard it.” 

Widow Mrs Spriggs lost her hus¬ 
band to Parkinson’s disease 17 years 
ago. 

On the day of the attack she was 
returning from her usual shopping 
trip in the town centre. 

Mrs Spriggs continued: “I could 
have been very badly hurt. He could 
have pushed me down; I could have a 
broken leg or an arm or anything. 

“They got away with about £35 and

my keys and a small key ring that had 
a picture of my husband in. 

“I’m a bit apprehensive about going 
out. Am I going to be all right? Is it 
going to happen to me again? 

“But I’m determined to go out and 
not let it stop me. 

“But I’m annoyed to think that it 
actually happened to me and they 
could do such a thing.” 

The bag stolen from Mrs Spriggs 
was purple with copper clasps. 

DC Laura Cuthbert, who is invest¬ 
igating the incident, said: “She [Mrs 
Spriggs] does tend to walk with a stoop 
and is quite a small lady, so she does 
look vulnerable.” 

She added: “The person who com¬ 
mitted this offence took the bag that,

Mrs Spriggs being the feisty lady she 
is, held onto to for as long as she could 
and she did end up with an injury to 
her hand.” 

“She’s strong lady, she’ll be OK from 
this,” she said. 

Police are now searching for anyone 
who saw a black BMW driving at speed 


around the time of the offence, or two 
people acting suspiciously in the Old 
Road area. 

The first is white around 15 years 
old, 5ft 5ins to 5ft 6ins tall and of 
average build. He was wearing a grey 
hooded top and dark coloured bot¬ 
toms. 

The driver of the BMW is described 
as around 30, slim faced with short 
dark hair and of slim build. 

Police also want any who recognises 
the man depicted in the e-fit and the 
man pictured on CCTV to contact 
them.

19 illegal immigrants in lorry caught 


A GROUP of illegal immigrants who 
were seen running from a lorry when 
it stopped near the Mil roundabout at 
Harlow have been caught by police. 

Eyewitnesses reported seeing a 
large group of people climbing from 
the back of the vehicle after it stopped 
on the slip road at junction 7 of the 
motorway on Tuesday. 

Detained 

A total of 19 people were detained by 
police. As the Star went to press yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday), 13 were being 
held by Essex Police and the remain¬ 
ing six were in the custody of the 
Border Force.

An Essex Police spokesman said: “A 
number of people called around noon 
to say they had seen a group of 20 
people getting out of the back of an 
articulated lorry and running around 
the area. We sent a number of vehicles 
to the scene and 19 people were 
detained. They are from Eritrea and in 
the country illegally.” 

Inquiries are continuing but it is 


believed they arrived in the UK from 
France. 

One eyewitness told the Star: “I 
could not believe what I was seeing. 
The lorry pulled over and around 20 
people came running out.

“They all looked relieved and joyful 
to be out. I have never seen anything 
like this before.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: “We 
are addressing the wider problem of 
illegal migration by increasing joint 
intelligence work with the French to 
target the organised crime gangs 
behind people-smuggling.”

A MAN was struck in the face in an 
attempted street robbery. 

The 26-year-old victim was walking 
in The Hides at about 3pm on 
Monday when he was approached by 
three men.

Benefits of 
being an MP 

SIR I strongly support Robert 
Halfon when he says there 
should be a special emphasis on 
getting parliamentary 
candidates from low income 
backgrounds. The poor are the 
most unrepresented group in 
Parliament. 

Our present MPs, who are 
insisting on cuts to the benefits 
of the poor, enjoy a minimum 
salary of £67,060 and this is to be 
increased next year to £74,000 
and possibly to £86,000 by the 
end of this Parliament. 

On top of this, some enjoy 
ministerial salaries and many 
receive extra funding and even 
hold on to second jobs as well. 
And then there are expenses and 
allowances. 

The unelected members of the 
House of Lords can claim £150/ 
£300 per day just for attending 
when it is sitting. 

In fact, when it comes to 
identifying the groups who gain 
most from state benefits, 
Parliamentarians come out far 
better than most one-parent 
families, the disabled and 
council house tenants. If benefits 
are to be cut then Parliament 
should be the place to start. 

If we have a representative 
parliamentary democracy then 
MPs should be representative of 
the electorate. Salaries were 
originally paid about 100 years 
ago only to ensure that those 
who were too poor to become 
MPs were given an income. The 
system needs radical revision. 

Being elected to serve in 
Parliament is a privilege. There 
is a strong argument that MPs 
should be paid no more than the 


average income which could well 
be means tested. 

The argument against this is 
that fewer people would come 
forward to be MPs, although I 
see little likelihood that demand 
would outstrip supply. Then, we 
are warned, there would be a 
deterioration in the quality of 
MPs. We would loose those 
members who could get higher 
salaries elsewhere. Excellent, for 
they would be the selfish, greedy 
members who we could well do 
without. 

If there were a sizable number 
who had to live on the income 
that the rest of us enjoy, 
government policies might 
become fairer and more credible.

HUNDREDS of people in Harlow are living 
in overcrowded conditions while they wait 
for a bigger council house. 

According to figures released by Harlow 
Council there are 573 people on the council 
house waiting list who live in ‘over¬ 
crowded’ properties. 

There are currently 3,394 people on the 
town’s housing needs register and an aver¬ 
age of 123 applicants chasing every prop¬ 
erty, with some attracting more than 250 
bids. 

But Harlow Council says the problem is 
not unique and place blame on the lack of 
affordable and council housing. 

Councillor Rod Truan, portfolio holder 
for housing, said: “Families classed as 
overcrowded in Harlow are given priority 
based on their individual situation, for 
example the number of rooms and amount 
of space they have in their current home.” 

Of the 573 ‘overcrowded’ tenants some 
live in one bedroom properties while oth¬ 
ers are classified as having four or more 
bedrooms, but still requiring more space. 

Cllr Truan added: “Following changes in 
2013 to the council's housing allocations 
policy, those in the most difficult circum¬ 
stances, classed as ‘statutorily over¬ 
crowded’, are given the highest priority 
when bidding for council housing. 

“These households will usually be alloc¬ 
ated a home in a shorter period than others 
on the housing needs register. 

“However, there are currently no house¬ 
holds on the register classed as statutorily 
overcrowded. 


“The council is doing what it can with 
the resources it has available to provide 
additional homes to help towards tackling 
the affordable housing shortage.” 

Households are classed in three bands of 
states of overcrowding relating to their 
circumstances with the most severe, band 
one, relating to families who are both over¬ 
crowded and in a poor standard of accom¬ 
modation. 


There are currently no Harlow house¬ 
holds in band one. There are 77 families in 
band two and 496 in the least severe band 
three. 

“The council has started a programme of 
building the first council houses in the 
town in more than 25 years,” explained Cllr 
Truan. “Although we are only talking 
about a small number of houses being built, 
the council has ambitious plans to con¬ 


tinue the programme in the coming years 
as part of its top priority. 

“The council is also providing new hous¬ 
ing as part of regeneration programmes 
across the town and it works with housing 
associations to prioritise provision in new 
housing developments, as it recognises the 
importance of providing a range of dif¬ 
ferent homes for all residents and those on 
the housing needs register.”

Fire prevention 
is key as service 
plans for future 

Public given the chance to have their say

FIRE chiefs have embarked on 
their biggest-ever public con¬ 
sultation to help shape the future 
of the service in Essex. 

The 12-week exercise, which 
started on Monday, will seek to 
address several key areas of the 
fire authority’s Integrated Risk 
Management Plan including a fall 
in the number of callouts and the 
need to divert more resources to 
fire prevention. 

It will also focus on issues 
including response times and the 
target of having a working smoke 
alarm in every home in Essex. 

Acting Chief Fire Officer Adam 
Eckley said: “This is an oppor¬ 
tunity for everyone to have a say 
in the future shape of the service. 
We want all residents and busi¬ 
nesses to have a look at the plan 
and let us know what they think. 

“It is clear that the best way to 
keep people safe from fires and 
other emergencies is to stop them 
occurring in the first place.” 


The number of emergency calls 
attended by crews has halved dur¬ 
ing the past 10 years to 13,500 but 
the service has also had to cope 
with spending reductions and 
adapt to an ageing population. 

“We face a future which will be 
characterised by changes to the 
nature of the operational 
demands on our service alongside 
decreased funding,” said ACO 
Eckley. 

Sustainable 

“We need to ensure that as a 
service we remain sustainable 
into the future. We will become 
protection and prevention focus¬ 
sed, but we will always have a 
strong response element to fires 
and emergencies.” 

The service is currently 
embroiled in a dispute with the 
Fire Brigades Union over plans to 
axe 179 frontline firefighter posts 
and emergency control room 
jobs. 

Union members staged their 
latest walkout at the weekend in 
protest at the cuts which the FBU 


had described as “unpreceden¬ 
ted”. 

Alan Chinn-Shaw, secretary of 
the FBU in Essex, said: “None of 
us want to take further strike 
action but the managers and 
politicians simply aren't listening 
and remain wholly intransigent. 

“We are committed to negoti¬ 
ations but service managers have 
shown no sign whatsoever of com¬ 
promise and are still intent on 
imposing deeply unworkable con¬ 
ditions that will put firefighters 
and the public we serve at great 
risk.” 

During initial 12-week con¬ 
sultation period, which ends on 
September 6, the public will be 
asked eight key questions about 
the service but will also be able to 
comment on any aspect of the 
plan. 

The results will then be used in 
the development of a set of options 
for change, which will form the 
second part of the exercise.

Cash seized in drugs bust will help fight crime 


MORE than £500,000 seized from a gang of drug 
dealers will be used to tackle crime in Essex. 

The money was seized by officers from the Kent 
and Essex Serious Crime Directorate in March 2013 
during an investigation into the supply of cocaine in 
Essex and east London. 

The cash was found hidden inside a flue box panel, 
an air duct and the airing cupboard at a flat in 
Barking during a search by officers from both the 
Essex and Metropolitan police forces. 

Cocaine with a street value of more than £1.2m 
was also recovered during the operation. 

Eleven men were jailed for a total of 118 years for 


conspiracy to supply Class A drugs and money 
laundering offences 

Detective Constable Jonathan Williams, of the 
Serious Economic Crime Unit, applied for the for¬ 
feiture of the cash which was granted by Chelmsford 
magistrates last week. 

“This was an outstanding conclusion to an invest¬ 
igation where police and the Crown Prosecution 
Service have worked effectively together to take 
drugs and criminal money off the streets,” said 
Detective Chief Inspector Stuart Smith. 

“The forfeited money will further enhance Essex 
Police’s capability to tackle serious crime.”

Schools moving 
in right direction 
claims new head 


Improvements put an end to pupil exclusions

THREE schools in Harlow which 
together excluded more than 100 
pupils in one academic year are 
making giant strides. 

Latton Green, Abbotsweld and 
Longwood joined the National 
Education Trust Academies 
Trust (NETAT) under executive 
head Jo Coton in January. 

Last year, Ofsted placed both 
Latton Green and Longwood in 
special measures and Abbotsweld 
also required improvement. 

Improvements 

Mrs Coton, who has not 
excluded any pupils, said impro¬ 
vements had been made and the 
change was achieved by a mix of 
setting out clear expectations and 
implementing exciting changes 
in the classroom. In the previous 
academic year 101 pupils had 
been excluded. 

She said her senior leadership 
team had high expectations of 
pupil behaviour and immediately 
introduced effective behaviour 


management strategies and pupil 
support programmes. 

Mrs Coton, who has also 
rearranged the curriculum, said: 
“We have ambitious plans to 
make our schools, Abbotsweld, 
Latton Green and Longwood, the 
best they can possibly be. 

“The best for the teachers, the 
support staff, the parents and 
carers, the community we serve 
and, most of all, for the young 
people whose future we are 
entrusted with.” 

Mrs Coton has set out a two- 
year programme of improvement 
that begins with recruiting spe¬ 
cialist teachers in key subjects 
including mathematics and Eng¬ 
lish. She said: “Our aim is to 
develop children as resilient, con¬ 
fident and reflective learners 
filled with a sense of purpose. 

“This can be achieved through 
a balance of academic, sporting 
and artistic success to ensure 
children are provided with 
numerous opportunities to 
explore what they enjoy and excel 
in.” 

Mrs Coton, who was born and 


brought up in Essex, has been 
teaching for more than 20 years 
and in school leadership positions 
for 15 years. She added: “It is a 
simple and proven formula for 
success. Focusing on the key sub¬ 
jects and the core and extracur¬ 
ricular ones result in school 
improvement and improvement 
in the life chances of all of the 
pupils in the school community.” 

Mrs Coton believes the biggest 
single factor for success is recruit¬ 
ing the best teachers. 

Rewarding 

She added: “We offer teachers a 
fantastically rewarding and ambi¬ 
tious organisation to work with¬ 
in, with a supportive and growing 
multi-academy trust behind us, 
where teachers are challenged 
and supported and their talents 
celebrated and nurtured.” 

According to Ofsted’s latest 
inspections in 2014, Longwood 
and Latton Green remain in spe¬ 
cial measures while Abbotsweld 
is still graded requiring improve¬ 
ment. No reports have been pub¬ 
lished since the takeover.

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Climbing wall fall 
costs council £12k 

Teenager was injured in accident at activity centre

AN accident in which a teenage girl fell 
more than 23 feet from a climbing wall at 
an activities centre in Harlow has cost 
Essex County Council more than 
£ 12 , 000 . 

The youngster suffered bruised 
internal organs and deep tissue damage 
as a result of the fall at the centre in 
Burnt Mill Lane last March. She was 
taken to hospital in a neck brace. 

The county council was prosecuted by 
the Health and Safety Executive for fail¬ 
ing to ensure people were not exposed to 
harm and at Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court on Monday it was fined £10,000 
and ordered to pay £2,599 in costs and a 
£120 victim surcharge. 

Glyn Davies, prosecuting on behalf of 
the HSE, said the girl was attending a 
Saturday climbing club for beginners 
when she fell after her foot slipped. 

“Essex County Council failed to man¬ 
age the risk to the novice climbers after 
the instructor was not competent to 
supervise and procedures were not fol¬ 
lowed,” said Mr Davies. 

The court was told the regulations 
allowed a maximum of 10 climbers split 
into three groups but on this occasion 
there were four groups. There were also 
difficulties for the group involving the 
victim in relation to the equipment. 

He added the instructor had worked at 
another site and had not been inducted 
in the Harlow instructions, although it 


was assumed she had the necessary 
qualifications. 

Mark Scoggins, representing the 
council, described the accident as a one- 
off for which it expressed regret. 

The council admitted the offence at a 
hearing earlier in March but a decision 
on whether to commit the case to the 
crown court was adjourned until this 
week. 

After agreeing with both sides that 
the case should be dealt with by the 
magistrates, chairman of the bench 
Dawn Roche said: “We know there’s a 
civil claim ongoing and no formal dia¬ 
gnosis of the girl, although she’s still 
under the hospital and things are ongo¬ 
ing. 


“She suffered injuries but hopefully 
they are not ongoing debilitating injur¬ 
ies.” 

In a statement released after the hear¬ 
ing, the council said: “It was, as the HSE 
itself agreed, an isolated and regrettable 
lapse. The HSE also confirmed Essex 
Outdoors had a sufficient and suitable 
safety management policy in place.” 

It said operating procedures reflected 
national good practice on and prior to 
the accident and added it had since 
carried out an audit of procedures and 
processes across all Essex Outdoor 
establishments to ensure all sites fol¬ 
lowed operating and safety procedures. 

The court made an order preventing 
the identification of the victim. 


Police arson 
appeal after 
garden blaze 

POLICE investigating a late- 
night fire in the garden of a 
house in Harlow want to 
speak to three teenagers seen 
playing in the street nearby 
earlier in the evening. 

An old sofa and a wooden 
gate were deliberately set 
alight at about 11.30pm on 
Saturday, May 23. 

The sofa was against the 
house in Upper Park and the 
flames burned and melted 
window frames. 

Sergeant Natalie Rooney, of 
Harlow CID, said: “We are 
appealing for members of the 
public who saw anyone acting 
suspiciously in the area in the 
hours before the fire to 
contact us. 

“We are particularly keen to 
speak to three teenagers who 
were seen playing in the 
street near the address at 
about 9.15pm and might be 
potential witnesses.” 

Anyone with information 
should call Sgt Rooney on the 
non-emergency 101 number.

FORMER Spurs and England 
defender Ledley King has given a 
kick start to a new education 
centre at Stansted Airport.

STANSTED Airport was at the 
centre of a media frenzy on 
Monday when America’s First 
Lady Michelle Obama flew in 
for the start of an official visit to 
the UK. 

The 51-year-old writer and 
lawyer, who was accompanied 
by her mother Marian Robinson 
and daughters Malia, 16, and 
Sasha, 14, was in the UK to 
promote Let Girls Learn, her 
international effort to encour¬ 
age disadvantaged teenagers 
towards further education. 

The whistle-stop tour inclu¬ 
ded a visit to a London school 
and tea at 10 Downing Street 
with Prime Minister David 
Cameron and his wife Sam¬ 
antha. The Obamas returned to 
Stanstead yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) for their flight home 

The party flew in to the air¬ 
port’s exclusive Harrods Avi¬ 
ation VIP terminal shortly after 
8.30pm from Washington follow¬ 
ing trips to Japan and Cam¬ 
bodia. They arrived on board a 
45-seater Boeing 757 from the 
presidential fleet. 

Mrs Obama was greeted by 
the American ambassador to 
London, Matthew Barzun. She 
then meet a party of military

families from US Air Force

MORE people with terminal or life-limiting ill¬ 
nesses are being looked after at home by St Clare 
Hospice following the expansion of its home care 
support. 

The Hospice at Home service is now available 24 
hours a day, seven days a week after a decision was 
taken to continue overnight support which was 
introduced in December to cover the winter 
months. 

During the first year after the Hospice at Home 
service was launched in January 2014 more than 300 
patients received care in the final weeks of life or 
times of crisis. 

As a result, unnecessary hospital admissions 
were avoided in three out of four cases and the 
service was also able to provide transition support 
in instances when a patient who was ready to be 
discharged from hospital but had to stay because the 
necessary support was not in place. 

The hospice now aims to more than double the 
number of people benefiting from the service. 

Chief executive Tanya Curry said: “We are cel¬ 
ebrating 25 years of hospice care in west Essex this 
year and the vision has always been to enable people 
to remain at home, if they wish. 

Specialist 

“Working together with the commissioners and 
our health care partners, we are delighted to be 
moving a step closer towards our goal of providing 
high-quality specialist palliative care at the right 
time and in the right place for every family who 
needs it.” 

Clare Morris, chief officer at West Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group which is responsible for 
buying healthcare services in the Harlow, Epping 
Forest and Uttlesford districts, said: “When people 
are reaching the end of their life, hands-on personal 
care is even more important. By extending the 
Hospice at Home service, we’re ensuring that people 
can die with dignity in their place of choice.” 

One woman who experienced the service during 
her husband’s final days said: “He was fiercely 
determined to stay at home. It’s where he’d always 
lived and the St Clare nurses were just wonderful. 

“I knew he was in safe hands. They kept him as 
comfortable as possible and spent lots of time 
talking to us about what was going to happen, 
helping us not to be afraid of the future.”

Giving the town back its art

ITH hundreds 
of local 
artists, a 
variety of 
exhibitions 

and an acclaimed sculpture 
trail, Harlow has a proud 
arts heritage - but too few 
people are aware of the 
town’s culture. 

However, momentum is 
building to counter the 
negative perception of 
Harlow by showcasing the 
town’s culture and 
members of art 
organisations are hoping a 
series of new exhibitions 
will bring art into the 
public eye. 

Visitors to Harlow are 
greeted by signs declaring 
it to be a ‘sculpture town’, 
but for many, this would be 
the only indication of an 
art movement. 

With an increased focus 
on providing housing, 
regenerating the shopping 
centre and developing 
Harlow into an eastern 
business capital, much of 
the town, originally 
designed in 1947 by Sir 
Frederick Gibberd, has 
been left behind. 

The staggered levels of 
modernisation have 
resulted in a lot of the 1950s 
architecture becoming the 
butt of many a joke - even 
One Foot in the Grave actor 
Richard Wilson described 
Harlow as ‘tired and 
uninspiring’. 

But while much of the 
town’s development has 
been highly positive, art 
lovers are feeling that a 
side of the town that once 
played an important role in 
its development has been 
forgotten. 

“Many people outside 
just think of Harlow as 
being for TK Maxx and 
shopping; it can be a great 
challenge to get people to 
understand what we have 
to offer,” Corrina Dunlea, 
curator of the Gibberd 
Gallery explained. 

“There were a lot of 
enthusiastic and intelligent 
people that started the art 
movement in Harlow, but 
the new generation do not 
know about them.” 

On Thursday, Jenny 
Lushington of the Friends 
of Harlow Sculpture led a 
town tour titled Art and the 
New Town - the influence of 
Sir Frederick Gibberd. 


The tour group was 
shown around the Gibberd 
Gallery before visiting a 
new special exhibition 
called Through My Eyes, 
which focuses on 
brilliantly technical 
portrait paintings. 

Open until July 2, 
Through My Eyes is one of 
a number of new 
exhibitions open to the 
public as part of Harlow’s 
‘summer of art’. 

One of the contributors, 
Andrew James, painted a 
man’s portrait live at the 
gallery in just under three 
hours. 

There will be two further 
opportunities to take in the 
Gibberd town tour, while 
the Gatehouse Art trail 
also offers an opportunity 
to explore the town’s 
culture. Celebrated 
sculptor William Mitchell 
will be giving a talk at the 
town centre gallery. 

Ms Dunlea says that the 
art scene is having to raise 
its game to attract 
attention to Harlow’s 
culture. 

“Some do not believe 
that we have some of the 
best arts and sculpture in 
the country.” 

Ms Dunlea added: “More 
than anything, the gallery 
needs volunteers to keep 
providing a service. If 
there is nobody here when 
people are looking around, 
it can be a bit eerie and 
people like having someone 
to talk to. 

“However, more and 
more people are coming 
in.” 

There are 87 sculptures 
dotted around Harlow and 
maps are available from 
the gallery. 

You never even need to 
go too far out of your way 
to see Harlow’s art, with 
many works dotted around 
the town centre. 

Harlow’s art community 
is fighting back to preserve 
one of the town’s greatest 
legacies.

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Mike's TV Film of the Week 

WAR: KELLY'S HEROES Five USA, Friday June 19, 1.05pm 

In 1970, Hollywood was at a crossroads - caught between the 
old-style, inherently conservative studio product and a younger, 
hipper, ruder type of film epitomised by Robert Altman’s brilliant 
unforseen hit M*A*S*H. Three years earlier another original war 
film had also been a surprise box-office smash, Robert Aldrich’s 
desperately cynical The Dirty Dozen. So perhaps it was as 
simple as ignoring the fact that the two films had totally 
conflicting philosophies and saying ‘why don’t we make 
M*A*S*H meets The Dirty Dozen?’ Who knows, but there has to 
be some explanation for Kelly’s Heroes. 

Because this is one weird film - right from the off, it’s as 
confused and uncertain as a middle-aged studio executive of 
the time watching Easy Rider. The titles come up in big red 
gothic lettering. It’s a stormy night in a very busy German 
military encampment - they seem to be on the move. Sitting 
among the stationary vehicles in the rain is a clearly marked 
USA Army Jeep, and sitting behind the wheel is a man (Clint 
Eastwood) in US Army uniform. Next to him is a German officer, 
as impassive as you would be with a gun in your back. Tension 
expertly achieved in seconds. They are rumbled, a German cries 
‘halt’ and goes for his gun, Clint puts his foot down and ploughs 
through him and... a song breaks out on the soundtrack that 
would not have been out of place on The Lulu Show, a defiantly 
contemporary, catchy little ditty with lyrics that have zero 
relevance to the movie. Tension? What tension? And so it goes. 

Clint is Kelly, a military scapegoat busted down from 
Lieutenant to Private. He learns from his captive about 
$16 million in Nazi gold sitting in a bank 30 miles behind enemy 
lines, and he and his platoon, led by Big Joe (Telly Savalas) go 
after it. Along for the ride are Crapgame (Don Rickies), a 
money-worshipping supply sergeant, and Oddball (Donald 
Sutherland), a hippy tank commander who appears to have 
arrived in 1944 France on the bus from Woodstock Festival. 

It’s impossible to tell whether Kelly’s Heroes is an anti-war film 
that lost its way or a boys’ own adventure with rebel trimmings 
(it was marketed as a comedy). Eastwood complained that 20 
minutes of studio cuts (bringing it down to a mere 
two-and-a-half hours) ruined the film, but it’s hard to see how. 
They certainly couldn’t have explained away the idiocy of the 
scene that follows the deaths of two of the platoon (making it 
about a thousand to two in their favour, killing-wise). With 
mournful music playing in the background, the rest of the bunch 
- who landed at Omaha Beach - mope about as if they were a 
suburban family whose dog had just died. And yet, somehow, 
as it lurches from satire to sit-com to slaughter and back, the 
film works. The great cast - with Sutherland a particular joy - 
helps, of course. I like it a lot. Mike Whiteway

As Sir Ian McKellen turns his talents to another 
iconic British character in Mr Holmes, the actor 
talks to Keeley Bolger about ageing, prejudice 
and his respect for the youngsters of today 


ir Ian McKellen, one of 
our most beloved actors, 
is back on our big 
screens this week 
breathing life into one of 
literature’s most enduring 
detectives, Sherlock Holmes. 

It seems an appropriate match, 
but in a crowded market, filled 
with memorable reincarnations 
from Benedict Cumberbatch, 
Robert Downey Jr, Basil Rathbone 
and Jeremy Brett, how does 
McKellen’s version - in new movie 
Mr. Holmes - differ? 

“The take of this film is that he 
wasn’t fiction, he was a real man, 
and he wasn’t really like the 
Sherlock Holmes that Dr Watson 
portrays in the short stories and 
novels,” explains the actor, who 
has just celebrated his 76th 
birthday. 

“That was the intriguing part of 
it, that although Sherlock Holmes 
is a part many, many actors have 
successfully played and are still 
doing, this was, at least, not a 
script that any of them had done 
before. And part of the newness is 
Sherlock Holmes is very old.” 

Indeed, set in 1947, McKellen’s 
Holmes is 93 years of age for much 
of the film, with flashbacks to 30 
years previously, and living in 
relative anonymity in the Sussex 
countryside, with his housekeeper 
and her young son, Roger. 

Irked with the 
misrepresentation of him in 
Watson’s novels, Holmes diverts 
his attention to an unsolved case, 
and is frustrated when his 


memory falters and he can’t 
remember key details relating to 
it. 

“At my age, I’m inevitably 
interested in what it’s like to be 
an old man, surviving your 
friends, trying to make new ones 
and trying to understand a 
sometimes alien world,” says 
McKellen, who is stylishly 
dressed in a leather jacket and 
patterned scarf. 

“It’s not a fantasy world that he 
lives in, but a very real world.” 

Although the actor, who was 
born in Burnley and brought up 
in Wigan, empathises with his 
character, memory loss isn’t 
something that concerns him. 

“I don’t worry on my own 
behalf about decline, because it’s 
not really happened yet,” he says, 
turning his spectacles over in his 
hands as he speaks. 

“But I do with friends and 
people my age and a bit older. I 
see what happens, and mortality’s 
ever present, of course. It’s no fun 
seeing an elderly relative decline 
and change.” 

Now in his seventh decade, 
McKellen’s commanding 
performances in the Lord Of The 
Rings and The Hobbit movies are 
just as celebrated as his long 
stage career and rare but 
highly-praised comedic turns in 
Extras and - for a brief but 
brilliant spell - Coronation Street, 
as con artist Mel Hutchwright. 

But growing up in the 1940s, 
cinema visits were “occasional”

and “there was no television” 
to watch, he recalls. 

“I didn’t go to the ABC 
Minors [cinema clubs] all the 
other kids went to on a 
Saturday morning,” he says, 
smiling. 

“I didn’t go and see films 
relentlessly, week in, week out, 
and collect a whole bank of 
memories of films that other 
people have now forgotten. I’m 
not one of those film buffs!” 

However, after studying at 


Cambridge, McKellen, who also 
stars alongside Derek Jacobi 
and Frances de la Tour in ITV’s 
Vicious, a comedy about an 
older gay couple who work as 
actors, honed his craft at 
regional theatres. 

“When I started out, you 
couldn’t act unless you were a 
member of the union, Equity,” 
says the X-Men star, who 
describes himself as a 
“slogger”. 

“Before you could get your

NO ONE is immune to the allure of 
that cruel and merciless mistress:

“So for the first 44 weeks of your 
career, you were not doing 
television, you were learning how 
to act in front of an audience.” 

Although the rules have changed, 
McKellen is no stick-in-the-mud 
when it comes to commending the 


new generation, praising both his 
younger colleagues on Vicious and 
12-year-old Mr. Holmes co-star Milo 
Parker (who plays Roger) for their 
talents. 

“Milo was full of the esprit of a 
young person,” he says. “He had no 
fear of the camera or of doing 
exactly what the director wanted 
when required.” 

Praise is also reserved for the 
recent vote to approve same sex 
marriage in the Republic Of 
Ireland. 


A tireless campaigner for gay 
rights, does he think using the 
referendum is a useful way of 
approaching the subject? 

“To be a purist, I don’t think it’s 
appropriate that civil rights should 
be a matter for a referendum, it 
should be automatic,” he says, 
adding that, although it was a “very 
good result“, there were still an 
“awful lot of people” who were 
opposed. 

But he hopes Northern Ireland 
will follow suit. 


“I think there will be pressure, I 
hope, on Northern Ireland, part of 
the United Kingdom, to join the 
human race, grow up, be nice to 
each other like we are in England, 
Scotland, Wales and the Republic. 

“It’s a bit unseemly that there’s a 
part of the United Kingdom that 
hasn’t got the point yet, and I think 
the Irish vote will clearly have 
influence on other countries”

The curious case of the elderly detective 


dignity and steely resolve by Sir Ian 
McKellen, is no longer the aloof 
master of deduction who traversed 
the pages of Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s imagination. 

Instead, he tends bees on the 
Sussex coast, haunted by the one 
case he failed to solve - if only he 
could recall the facts. 

Bill Condon’s slow-burning 
drama tests our little grey cells 
with a perplexing subplot: The 
Curious Case Of The Thrice 
Oscar-Nominated Actress And The 
Wayward Accent. 

Laura Linney is one of the finest 
performers of her generation, but 
here she is undone by a vocal 
delivery that roams wildly between 


the West Country, Ireland and 
America. Her valiant struggles are 
an unnecessary distraction. 

The year is 1947 and Sherlock 
Holmes (McKellen), now 93, is a 
shadow of the brilliant logician, 
who once held court at 221b Baker 
Street flanked by Dr Watson (Colin 
Starkey) and Mrs Hudson (Sarah 
Crowden). 

The ageing sleuth has retired to 
Cuckmere Haven, where he fusses 
over his hives, struggles to piece 
together fractured memories and 
infuriates his widowed 
housekeeper, Mrs Munro (Linney). 

Her spirited son Roger (Milo 
Parker) is fascinated by Sherlock, 
and the boy shows a natural 


aptitude with the bees. 

The lad inspires Sherlock to delve 
into the fog of the past to recall his 
only unsolved case - a missing 
person enquiry in 1919 involving a 
distraught husband, Thomas 
Kelmot (Patrick Kennedy), and his 
beautiful wife Ann (Hattie 
Morahan). 

As Sherlock’s addled mind drifts 
between that ill-fated pre-war 
investigation and the present, the 
old man edges ever closer to an 
inglorious end. 

Mr Holmes is distinguished by 
McKellen’s measured central 
performance and the strong 
support from rising star Parker. 

The script slowly unravels the 


myth of the literary sleuth, 
including one bittersweet scene of 
the ageing Sherlock watching a film 
in which Basil Rathbone portrays 
him with unnatural gusto. 

Plotting is pedestrian - there are 
no twists or big reveals - allowing 
us plenty of time to marvel at the 
picturesque locations, including 
one breath-taking shot of the White 
Cliffs of Dover. 

We’ll meet Holmes again, in 
many different guises, but few will 
be as heartbreakingly frail or 
haunting as this.

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ELITE cycling is more popular than ever, but 
Harlow's extensive cycle paths remain 
under-used while the town's roads are clogged 
to a standstill. Could pedal power be the way 
forward or is cycling a relic of the town's past? 
Reporter William Mata takes a journey of 
discovery. 



HERE must be another 
way, I think to myself as 
the lights turn back to 
red on Fifth Avenue. 

I’ve moved 200 yards in 10 
minutes and as hopeless as it is, 

I know I’ll be facing the same 
story tomorrow along with 
thousands of others in Harlow. 

However, a growing movement 
is trying to tell people that sorry 
sights like this aren’t inevitable. 
There is another way and it 
doesn’t involve a new bypass or 
less traffic lights. 

Cycling is embedded in 
Harlow’s DNA, with 30 miles of 



traffic-free cycle paths 
criss-crossing their way through 
the town offering fast and easy 
access. 

John Curry is a member of 
Harlow Civic Society and speeds 
past drivers like me on his bike 
wondering why so many people 
are content to waste their lives 
in a queue. 

Today, John has offered to give 
me a tour of the cycle paths and 
kindly lends me one of his bikes 
so I can see for myself what 
Harlow has to offer. 

Harlow’s first workers rode 
everywhere on their bikes, as 
being able to afford a car was 
unthinkable. But as the 
population grew, the number of 
cars also rose, and while it is 
estimated that a majority of 
households own at least one 
bike, they are more seldom used 
than ever. 

“We’ve seen a massive boom of 
cycling in this country thanks to 


the Tour de France, but people 
still aren’t seeing cycling as a 
utility,” says Derek Mullan, who 
works for Harlow Hub and Spoke 
cycle centre. 

The Bush Fair-based 
organisation believes Harlow has 
the potential for a cycling 
revolution and aims to promote 
pedal power around the town, 
selling old and new bikes, 
providing repairs and offering 
guided rides. 

“Cycling is a great way of 


getting around, it’s cheap and 
green. It will save you money 
and take a few inches off your 
waistline. It also combats 
diabetes and obesity,” adds 
Derek. 

“Harlow has the type of cycle 
paths that many towns would 
kill for.” 

On my own ‘Tour de Harlow’, 
John shows me some of the 
impressive artworks which give 
a sculpture town its title, but 
what I’m most impressed by is 


the amount of peaceful wooded 
areas and picturesque meadows 
there are. 

John says he feels privileged 
to live in a town of such beauty 
and enjoys nothing more than a 
ride around the 
paths that give 
the feel of being 
out in the 
country. 

So if cycling 
is such a 
healthy, 

convenient and 
enjoyable way 
of getting 
around, then 
why don’t more people do it? 

According to Derek, a certain 
amount of “myth busting” is 
needed to change perceptions. 

“Cycling is a hard sell, but 80 
per cent of journeys by car in 
this country are four miles or 
less. A four-mile journey is 
probably 20 minutes on a bicycle 
and the same time in the car. 

“The most common myth is 



that cyclists don’t pay road tax. 
There is no such thing as road 
tax - it was abolished in 1937; 
money for roads comes from 
general taxation.” 

Derek adds that contrary to 
popular 
opinion, 
cyclists are 
very often 
covered by their 
home insurance 
and the wearing 
of a helmet is 
not legally 
required. 

A major 
complaint put 
forward by letter-writers to the 
Star was the poor surface 
quality of the cycle paths, but on 
my inspection, the surfaces were 
perfectly useable. 

I’ve thoroughly enjoyed my 
ride around the town with John 
and I make a mental note to get 
my own bike in order I’ll have 
many more days stuck in traffic 
but I, for one, look forward to the 
feeling of joyfully riding past 
queueing motorists. 

Who knows, maybe one day 
there won’t be any. 

But until then, Hub and Spoke 
offers repairs, advice and a wide 
range of events for people taking 
up cycling.

TESTE 


Jaguar's XE has been tasked with selling in bigger numbers 
than any Jaguar before it. Andy Enright assesses its chances. 


T HINK Jaguar and you 
probably think of 
unashamedly high-end 
cars, raffish, elegant and 
rapid. It’s not a company 
that’s given to lowering the bar 
and chasing volumes. 

It tried that in 2001 with the 
dismal X-TYPE, a rebodied Ford 
Mondeo that languished in the 
range for eight years, the public 
never really enamoured by a 
Ford wearing a pastiche of 
Jaguar styling. 

In its best-selling year, it sold 
half of Jaguar's initial 100,000 
per year estimate, the Brits 
grumbling that here was a car 
they never wanted, hastily 
foisted on them by Ford's top 
brass in Detroit. 

It's taken Browns Lane until 
now to come back with a second 
stab at the compact executive 
sector and it looks like they've 
learned from the X-TYPE and 


done things rather differently. 
The XE is a serious contender to 
the likes of the BMW 3 Series, 
the Audi A4 and the Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class. 

When you compete in the same 
class as the BMW 3 Series, it's a 
measure of real confidence to 
bill your contender as "the 
driver's car in the global mid-size 
saloon segment". Yet that's 
exactly what Jaguar has done 
and a closer look at the XE 
reveals the reasons behind their 
bullishness. 

The chassis is a 75 per cent 
aluminium monocoque, light but 
immensely strong. The clean 
sheet design utilises a classically 
correct longitudinal engine and 
rear-wheel drive architecture. 

More of the right stuff comes 
with a slick double wishbone 
front suspension with room for 
an extra set of driveshafts when 
the inevitable all-wheel drive 
versions appear. Jaguar 


promises the best electric power 
steering in class and plenty of 
chassis goodies like torque 
vectoring by braking. 

At present, the engine range 
includes a pair of brand new 
diesels from the modular 
Ingenium engine family. Both 
are 2.0-litre four-cylinder diesels 
with a choice of either a 163PS 
power output and 380Nm of 
torque or a more muscular 180PS 
and 430Nm. 

Go petrol and you'll get to 
choose between two 
turbocharged, direct-injection, 
2.0-litre four-cylinder units: one 
with 200PS and 280Nm of torque 
or another with 240PS and 
340Nm. 

The flagship powerplant is the 
all-aluminium supercharged 3.0- 
litre V6 from the F-TYPE sports 
car. Rated at 340PS with 450Nm 
of pulling power, this engine 
provides the XE S with some 
senior acceleration, 62mph 
arriving in 5.1 seconds, while top 
speed is electronically-limited to 
155mph. 


Six-speed manual gearboxes 
are standard for diesels, while 
petrol models get an excellent ZF 
eight-speed auto, which van be 
optioned onto the diesel 
variants. 

The XE conforms to much the 
same design language forged by 
the XF in 2007. This bold step 
freed the company up to move 
forward confidently, spawning 
the magnificent XJ and F-TYPE 
shapes. 

In many respects the XE does 
look like a Russian doll 
miniature of the XF, a tactic 
already profitably exploited by 
its key German rivals. That 
means an aggressive grille, a 
strongly-sculpted bonnet, a 
steeply raked windscreen and a 
fluid window line. The result is a 
car that cleaves the air like no 
Jaguar before, registering a 
phenomenally low 0.26 drag 
coefficient. 

The interior is more spacious 
than the coupe-like profile would 
suggest. There's that typically 
Jaguar enveloping feel to the 


front of the cabin, with an eight- 
inch touchscreen taking pride of 
place. 

Automatic cars get the brand's 
trademark rotary controller. The 
rear seats can be optionally 
heated and offer a 40:20:40 split¬ 
fold - a first for Jaguar - and a 
through-loading feature. 

Prices start at a little under 
£27,000 for the 200PS petrol 
entry-level SE, with Prestige, 
Portfolio, R-Sport and S trims 
also offered. Go diesel as most 
buyers will and you'll be looking 
at almost £30,000 for a 163PS SE, 
with the 180PS models only 
around £500 more expensive. 

As for the pokier petrol 
models, the 240PS 2.0i variant 
starts in R-Sport guise at just 
over £33,000, while the 
supercharged 3.0-litre S is priced 
at almost £45,000. 

As for equipment, well even 
the entry-level model gets 
features like satellite navigation, 
cruise control, 17-inch alloy 
wheels, DAB digital radio and a 


multifunction steering wheel. 

All manner of options, from 
stereo camera road sign 
recognition to blind spot 
monitoring and radar adaptive 
cruise control, can be fitted. 
There's self-parking, a laser head 
up display and perhaps the most 
intriguing feature of all, All 
Surface Progress Control. 

This traction management 
system comes into its own on 
snow-covered driveways and 
ungritted winter roads - and 
even wet grass. It works with the 
ZF auto gearbox and functions 
between 2mph and 19mph, 
activated by the cruise control 
switches on the steering wheel. 

Having set the desired speed, 
the driver concentrates on 
steering. The car takes care of 
the rest, ensuring smooth 
progress without the driver 
touching the pedals. 

All manner of refinements 
have helped to produce 
exemplary emissions and 
economy figures.

ATHLETE Richard Chiassaro is 
hitting the best form of his life as 
he targets success at this year’s 
World Championship in Doha. 

The 33-year-old Harlow Athletic 
Club member is brimming with 
confidence and has flown to the 
USA to compete in Indianapolis in 
the US Nationals Championships 
next week. 

Chiassaro, who has spina 
bifida, moved up into the top six 
in the world in his disability rank¬

Chiassaro, of Seymours, will 
compete in the 100m, 200m, 400m 
and 800m in the USA, where he is 
targeting medals.

He is determined to qualify for 
the Great Britain team which will 
compete in Qatar in October at 
the World Championships. 


This will set him up for the 
Paralympics in Rio de Janeiro in 
Brazil next year. 

He told the Star: “My world 
ranking now is sixth and there’s 
hardly anything thing between 
me and fourth so I’m pleased with 
how things have gone so far this 
season. 

“My aim is to be selected for the 
Doha World Champs in October 
and Rio next year. 

Training hard 

“I’m just going to keep doing 
what I am and training hard. I’ve 
PBs [personal bests] in all dis¬ 
tances this year from 100m at 


14.36sec, 200m at 25.36 and 400m at 
48.64, which I was most pleased 
with.” 

These three times were recor¬ 
ded in the Swiss Championships. 

“I even PB’d in an 800m with a 
time of lmin 41.93sec which I had 
not trained for. 

“Racing seems to be going well 
at the moment, with all the ath¬ 
letes I coach moving up UK rank¬ 
ings.” 

Chiassaro achieved stunning 
PBs in the Swiss Nationals in 
Notwill and at the Daniela Jutzel- 
er meeting in Arbon. 

His 100m and 200m times rank 
him in the top six in the world 


listings. 

He added: “I’m really happy 
with my performance in Switzer¬ 
land as it was 31 degrees so it did 
take it out of me.” 

Harlow Athletic Club coach 
Paul Bailey said: “Richard has 
been a leading light at HAC for 
many years and an inspiration to 
us all the club, we are so proud of 
his achievements.” 

Chiassaro also won a silver 
medal with his basketball team, 
the Chelmsford-based Essex Out¬ 
laws, as they finished third in 
their Premier League and qual¬ 
ified for the European Champi¬ 
onships.
